Paul Oskar Hoecker, One of the Fatherland’s 


Writers of “Best Sel 


lers,’ Sends Installments 


for His Story of His Experiences on the Fir-| 
ing Line Back to Berlin Day by Day Until 
Publication Is Ready. 


BERLIN, Jan. 20. 
NTIL a certain day last Sum- 
U mer, Paul Oscar Hoecker, one 
of Germany’s leading ‘‘ best 
seller’’ writers, divided his time be- 
tween writing novels and plays and 
admiring the roses in his little garden 
close to Berlin. Then, with the sud- 
denness of a lightning stroke, he real- 
ized, as did hundreds of thousands of 
others, what ‘‘a nation in arms’’ 
means. Paul Oskar Hoecker, novelist, 
playwright, and lover of flowers, be- 
came overnight Capt. Hoecker at the 
head of a company in the first reserve, 
giving orders to other men, clothed 
all alike in the famous German field 
gray, men who the day before had 
been, one a painter, another a cook, 
another a sculptor, another a grave- 

digger. 

With hundreds of others they piled 


\into a troop train and headed for 


Belgium. Exactly once more, the last 
time for many months, was Hoecker 
reminded of the life he had left be- 
hind him,. That was when a young girl 
approached him as he was washing 
his face at one of the last German 
stations where the troop train stopped 
and blushingly asked: 

‘‘They—they tell’ me 
Hoecker, the famous novelist. 
true?’’ /

A 
couple of days later Capt. Hoecker of 
the reserve was giving the order to 
a firing party to shoot down a Belgian 
accused of ‘‘sniping.’’ A few weeks 
later he and the painter and _ the 
sculptor and the gravedigger got their 
baptism of fire near Lille. Shortly 
after that Hoecker had tie narrowest 
possible escape from death. Then he 
burrowed into a trench and lay there 
for weeks without room to stand up 
or lie down, while countless shells 
screamed overhead and racked his 
nerves to the breaking point. ‘‘God 
give me strength to dies as becomes 
an officer,’’ he would murmur one 
minute, and then, ‘‘Oh, to see my 
wife and daughters,’’ and then ‘‘I 
wonder how my rose bushes are get- 
ting along.’’ 

All this Hoecker bas set down in a 
little bock of his war experiences 
called ‘*At the Head of My Com- 
pany,’’ which has just appeared in 
Berlin, one of the most graphic and 
convincing picces of writing to come 
out of the war. He wrote its various 
chapters in the hell of Belgium and 
Northern France, sending them back 
to be published as fast es they were 
completed. His company was one of 
hundreds that marched through Bel- 
gium in the wake of that German 
army. 

One night the Captain was quar- 
tered in a filthy stable; on another he 
sat comfortably with the young vicar 
of a Belgian village on whom he was 
quartered and talked not of war and} 
its atrocitics but of ‘‘ Preraphaelites, 
Turkish dialects and new kinds 


_ Poses! ’’ After that came more un- 


comfortable night lodgings; then, just 
as a spice of variety, a night in a 
‘Magnificent villa, a sleep in a bed 
uesd in former years by King Leopold 
of Belgium. One woman, obliged to 
give the Captarn lodging for the night 
in her house, pleasantly remarked to 
bim: ‘‘Anytbing I can do for you? 
Anything I can get for yout Would 
you like me to send you a barber?’’ 


No Belgian Barber. 
HE Captain said politely that 
T he happened to possess a safety 
razor. 

‘*The idea of being shaved by a 
Belgian didn’t appeal to me at all,’’ 
he grimly remarks.

the outskirts of Lille, sidling along 
narrow alleys amid the whistling of 
bullets from roofs and windows, 
_ereeping on all fours through the

enemies poured shot and shell at 
them. 

But far more terrible than the bap- 
tism of fire was Hocker’s next expe- 
riences of fighting the Allies at close 
range, which he describes with truly 
admirable skill. While leading his 
company, far in advance of the main 
force of Germans, in an endeavor te 
feel out the strength of the enemy, 
they suddenly found themselves ex- 
posed to a hot fire from several di- 
rections. The Captain had just ad- 
monished his men to keep cool, take ‘ 
cover, aim carefully. Then, suddenly:

FTER a period of comparative 
peace and luxury in the con- 
quered city of Lille, Capt. 
Hoecker marched his com- 

pany out to the vicinity of the vil- 

lage of Messines, where some of the 

most desperate fighting of the war has 
taken place, and there he and his men 
got their first taste of life in the 
trenches. 

Day after day they lay in subtera-

The Government of France, by executive de- 
cree, suspended all payments of rent for an in- 
definite period. Individualist England national- 
ized her railroads. Most of the governments 
confiscated all the horses and carriages and 
automobiles they could get their hands on. In 
scores of cities a maximum price was set on 
foodstuffs. Some governments subsidized the 
labor unions, using them as agencies to provide 
insurance against unemployment. In England 
again, mills not taken over by the Government 
were ordered to produce specified goods needed 
by the soldiers and to produce them for a stated 
price, while almost daily in the news from every- 
where one can read of the adoption by cities and | 
stat@s of some form of social relief which, in 
time of peace, have been demanded by the So- 
cialists. 

I did not pretend to understand the meaning 
of these measures. How far could they be called 
Sicialistic? Were they “steps toward Social- 
ism?” And how would they affect the future of 
the Socialist movement? I put the question to 
Morris Hillquit, leading spokesman hereabouts 
for the American Socialist party. 

I expected to find him cautious, incommunica- 
tive, perhaps apologetic. I found him smiling, 
with the same subtle, keen, knowing smile with 
which he used to tantalize opponents in abstract 
cebate. 


Not Socialistic Method. 

oT HE sacred right of private property,” 
he confided, “has been denied—in the 
interest of private property.” 

Hillquit discussed the subject as though He 
were explaining an elementary: point in a tech- 
nical study, with no desire to argue and with no 
idea that disagreement could be possible.

When the Socialist demands public ownership 
he makes it clear that he means public owner- 
ship with democratic control. When the state 
owns an industry it makes all the difference in 
the world who owns the state. When the So- 
clalist votes for public ownership he does it on 
the assumption that the working class movement 
(and by that we mean the Socialist movement) 
will have advanced far enough to influence or 
control the management. The kind of public 
(ownership brought on by military necessity is 
simply a form of state capitalism and not, in 
itself, of any advantage to the working class.

“Starving nations cannot fight. In order to 
carry on the war it is necessary to have healthy, 
well-fed troops in the field and a contented popu- 
lation at home. In time of war, starvation and 
unemployment are recognized as public enemies. 
They must be beaten back at all costs. And so, 
in addition to the direct confiscation, public ne- 
cessity demands a line of purely social activities. 
So private property is given another jolt. Prices 
are regulated by law. Municipalities institute 
various measures of relief for war veterans and 
their families and for the unemployment incident 
on war. The whole fabric of private property 
begins to crumble. 


Social Reasons Become Military. 


oN OW for the vitally significant facts. All 

of these measures were social neces- 

sities before the war broke out. But 
they were not the sort of social necessities which 
the ruling classes recognized. When proposed 
by the Socialists the ruling classes fought and 
defeated them every time. Now, for a very defi- 
nite reason, the ruling classes have decided that 
individual interests must give way to national or 
common interests, for defeat in war threatens 
their financial and commercial position in ways 
the universal suffering before the war never 
seemed to threaten it. 

“Whether jingoes or pacificists, their business 
as capitalists consists of manufacturing goods for 
sale. Everything they have made they have 
made for sale. They must compete with the cap- 
italists of the other nations in finding markets 
for their surplus, for the values which labor has 
created and of which labor has been deprived 
by the wages system. Unless they succeed in 
this their position as capiialists is lost. That is, 
their positions as owners of private property 
in the means of production of wealth is lost. 

“That position is their most sacred possession 
snd in order to hold it in the present. crisis 
they must sacrifice it. The grandiloquent indi- 
vidualist who prates about his individual private 
property rights in such times as these simply 
can’t be heard. 

“The capitalist state has unwittingly set a 
precedent. These problems not only existed be- 
fore the war began, but they will exist with 
increased intensity after the war is over. The 


cry for relief h@ been met by the ruling classes,+ 


heretofore, by an appeal to the sacred right of 
private property. Even the working man has 
been taught to think in terms of that sacred 
right. Now he is being taught for the first 
time (except in so far as the Socialists have 
previously taught him) to view these problems 
in another light. The old slogans of reaction 
can never have the same force again.

66 HE history of the future will doubtless 
gy set this war as the end of one great 
era in the Socialist movement and 
the beginning of another. While we were always 
careful to point out that the system of capitalist 
competition and rivalry for world markets was 
bound to breed wars between the nations, we 
hardly anticipated such a crisis as that which 
now shakes the foundations of Europe. The 
present war and its far-reaching Social and eco- 
nomic consequences is bound to modify our con- 
ception of a steady and even course of social 
development. It is bound to accelerate the trend 
of the modern world toward Socialism, and may 
bring us nearer to the goal by a sudden leap.

He has 
already established a definite and 
distinct Government which lacks 
only a name. At first Villa intended 
to maintain this Government and 
let the Carranzistas and Zapatistas 
fight it out in the South. But now 
he is fully determined to gather in 
the whole of Mexico, but intends 
to take it at his leisure and not 
weaken any of his Northern points 
or comunications in order to wage 
his Southern campaign. 

Villa Holds Advantage. 
T is a campaign of resources, 
] more than of bullets, with the 

advantage clearly on Villa's 
side. Villa also assumes persona! 
direction of all military campaign, 
while Carranza has .practically 
nothing to do with the plans of his 
Generals and does not map out 
operations. 

Villa’s private train is supplied 
with telegraph and telephone cars, 
and no matter where he goes, he is 
in constant touch with his Generals 
in various states. I saw him an- 
swer 200 messages one afternoon, 
all requiring different answers and 
the responsibility does not worry 
him in the slightest. He mixes with 
crowds at stations, jokes with his 


men, and yet, carries on a strenu- 


ous campaign. 

At Irapauto Villa fully indorsed 
the “hands off” policy of the United 
States administration. He said when 
I questioned him: 

“I certainly indorse the conduct 
of the United States in its dealings 
with Mexico in leaving us free to 
settle our own internal affairs. The 
seizure of Vera Cruz by the United 
States, I repeat, was a lamentable 
blunder by Huerta, but, of course, 
I approve the evacuation. I asknow!l- 
edge that President Wilson and Sec- 
retary Bryan have treated the Mex- 
ican people fairly all the time.” 
Villa declared he would stand for 
jno military leader elected to the 

presidency and desired a civilian in 
that office. As he will assuredly 
be in control of the situation, his 
desires will be carried out. While 
Villa did not name whom he favored 
for President, it is learned that at 
present he wants Dr. Silva named 
as President, Silva being a close 
friend and inclined to carry out 
Villa’s wishes. 

There is no question that the sit- 
uation in Mexico calls for a dictator 
with an fron hand, one who can and 
ant will crush out all opposition. Villa, 
as well as nearly all Mexicans, 
realize this need now, but Villa de- 
tests the, word “dictator.” While

WHAT! SINK PASSENGER SHIPS? 
Philadelphia Inquirer: From a practical 
standpoint, the declaration by Germany that the 
‘waters around Great Britain and Ireland, includ- 
ing the whole English Channel, are to constitute 
& war zone is an utter farce. Neither the United 
States nor any other neutral nation could, would 
or should pay any attention to such a proclama- 
tion for the simple reason that to make it ef- 
fective would require a physica] blockade of the’ 
coast lines, a thing absolutely impossible. <A 
paper blockade amounts to nothing. That is an 
established jpternational understanding. 
But there is an element of extreme danger in 
this declaration, for if it is to be taken literally 
a vessel of the United States or of any other 
neutral country may be sunk at any time merely 
because, according to the assertion of Germany, 
Brittish vessels have misused neutral flags. That 
assertion may or May not be true. The point is 
immaterial. A neutral vessel has rights, and 
it is the business of Germany to be extremely 
careful to regard those rights. A neutral vessel 
is not to be sunk on the mere suspicion that it is 
not what it is. Any attempt to do so would open 


up a hornets’ nest about the ears of the Kaiser 
that could not but lead to most serious results. 

The Emperor has quite enough on his hands 
without inviting trouble with nations whose pres- 
ent desire As to remain strictly neutral. 


A “PAPER” BLOCKADE SO FAR. 

Philadelphia Ledger: Germany’s amazing at- 
tempt to close the highways of the world to neu- 
tral traffic is likely to prove one of the most seri- 
ous of the many blunders which have character- 
ized Berlin diplomacy. As a “blockade” it is un- 
questionably of the “paper” variety, and as such 
unrecognized by international law. To assume 
to declare the whole of the British coasts to be in 
a state of blockade, without the power to make 
such a blockade effective, is to turn back the 
hands of time for more than a century, and to ig- 
nore not only the Declaration of Paris of 1856, 
which dissolved the confused counsels growing 
out of the Napoleonic wars and formulated sane 
rules on the subject of blockades, but of the Dec- 
laration of London as well. While the latter is 
considered in some quarters to be null and void, 
without the formal ratification of all the Powers, 
it laid down no new principle of ‘blockade, but 
defined those rules already universally accepted. 

It is the height of insolence for a Power which 
today hardly dares to send a squadron to sea for 
fear of capture by the British navy to presume 
to close the North Sea and the avenues of ap- 
proach to the northern neutral Powers. 


NEUTRALS SHOULD PROTEST. 

Baltimore Star: Our previous protests against 
the high-handed course of the belligerent nations 
toward neutral commerce have availed not at all. 
We have been inferentially threatened by more 
than one of the nations at war. To continue to 
protest without backing the protests with force if 
ignored is simply to waste breath and make our- 
selves ridiculous. But if an effective combina= 
tion of neutral nations were collectively to formu- 
late demands for a specific course of action to- 
ward neutral commerce, such as was designed by 
the conference of the American republics at Wash- 
ington a few weeks ago, it is unlikely that the pro- 
test would fail to bring definite and desirable 
results. 

Have we the official courage to take the lead 
in such a movement? Those whom we would asso- 
clate with us In the ventufe would not stand for 
the Bryan brand of diplomacy. Force would have 
to stand behind persuasion. But it is the only 
way. 


A BELATED WARNING. 

Washington Herald: In view of what has 
already been accomplished by the German sub- 
marines in parts of the waters described, it wil] 
be quite natural if there is a disposition to regard 
the antouncement that after Feb. 18 “Germany 
will endeavor to destroy every enemy's merchant 
ship that is found in this area,” as merely the cor- 
rection of a diplomatic oversight in failing to 
give due notice to the neutral nations affécted. 

There has been a popular impression that all 
ships of the status of the Lusitania have been 
liable to attack ever since the war began and 
especially since the German submarines began 
their activities in what has since been designated 
as a naval war zone. Hence it is not necessarv 
to stretch the imagination to view the German 
proclamation as having for its principal purpose 
n belated warning to this country of the danger

apparently has taken cognizance of the probable 
effect in this country of the loss of American lives 
through its methods of warfare and is seeking 
to relieve itgelf in advance of some of.the responsi- 
bility attaching to such an eventuality. The warn- 
ing may have the effect of deterring Americans 
from taking passage in British ships, but it would 
have been altogether impotent had the Lusitania 
been sunk.

ANDY AND JOHN.

But 
there have been many notable men who have re- 
sented such familiarities, One of George Wash- 
ington'’s intimates, upon a wager, slapped the 
Father of his Country on the back, and was re- 
buked by a look that struck chilling terror to his 
soul. — 

It is a good thing for men much in the public 
eye to step down from their pedestaled eminence 
now and then to let the public, as well as their 
associates, find that they are of mortal clay, after 
all. 


“BOTH BENEFACTORS.” 

Philadelphia Record: Until a few years ago, 
when a curious revolution came in his life, Mr. 
Rockefeller was almost unknown tg the public. 
He worked apart from his fellow man, and he 
worked for industrial peace—among the producers. 
He was a past master in the art of combination 
and centralized management. When Andrew 
snorted with delight at a chance for competition, 
the thin, grave, serious, impentrable John D. was 
planning to eliminate every trace of competition 
all along the line from crude oil to co!d cream.

Dalias Morning News: Mr. Carnegie ap- 
proached this chamber of inquisition confidently 
and blithely, and his manner gave the ring of sin- 


cerity to his declaration, on quitting the stand,- 


that he had enjoyed himself hugely. Quite contrari- 
wise was the attitude of Mr. Rockefeller. To him 
it was clearly an ordeal. The press dispatch re- 
ports that, with his plea~of defense in hand, Mr. 
Rockefeller appreached the chamber of inquisi- 
tion and, fearing to epter, notified the inquisitors 
that he awaited their pleasure. Thereupon he was 
made to wait in an anteroom unti] his fellow 
“malefactor of great wealth” had finished the con- 
fession of his sin of having prospered inordinately.

300 TO AID 


Object Is to Name Good Candi- 
dates, to Be Supported by 
Party Committee in Primary. 


4.:e Democratic ward leaders yes- 
terday sw®rendered all of their pow- 
ers to the Democratic Business Men's 
Conference, which elected a presi- 
dent and an Executive Committee of 
nine members to select candidates 
for the Board of Aldermen to be 
elected April 6. , 

Samuel Rosenfeld, a lawyer, who 
served as a member of the Board of 
Freeholders that wrote the new 
charter, was elected chairman of the 
conference. In that capacity he 
probably will have more power than 
has ever been exercised by the 
chairman of any city committee in 
St. Louis. Rosenfeld and the mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee 
were directed by the conference to 
select one candidate for President of 
the Board of Aldermen, and one can- 
didate for member from each ward, 
and report their names to the con- 
ference for approval. The members 
of the Democratic City Committee 
have promised unqualifiedly to sup- 
port in the primary election, March 
12, the candidates recommended by 
the conference. 

Object of the Movement. 

The primary object of the business 
men’s movement is 
Vemocratic candidates of high char- 
acter in every ward in the city. The 
professional politicians who have 
been able to force themselves or 
their favorites upon the Democratic 
tickets in the past will be shorn of 
their power through the organiza- 
tion of the conference. 

The plan of organization was con- 
ceived by Rosenfeld. When the Board 
of Freeholders was wrestling with 
the problem of how to create a single 
legislative body that would have a 
representative from each ward, 
Rosenfeld came forward with the 
plan adopted into the charter. The 
charter makers realized that the suc- 
cess or failure of the new city con- 
stitution would depend largely upon 
the character of the first Board of 
Aldermen. 

Wishing to see his legislative plan 
succeed, Rosenfeld suggestec to the 
Democratic City Committee that it 
turn over to a business men’s com- 
mittee the power to designate the 
candidates. 

Organization Is Perfected. 

The committee accepted the plan, and 
200 business men. who met at Lippe’s 
cafe, Thursday, indorsed it. The or- 
ganization of the Democratic Business 
Men’s Conference was perfected yester- 
day. *The Executive Committee will ap- 
point six vice-presidents, a secretary 
and treasurer. Five men will be ap- 
pointed in each ward to suggest the 
names of desirable candidates, and see 
the candidates file and have their names 
placed on the official ballot. An aux- 
iliary committee of 100 men will be ap- 
pointed to co-operated with the officers 
and several committees. 

Alt@gether about 300 business men, 
lawyers, doctors and college professors 
will be brought into the work of selecting 
and perfecting the ticket. 

The plan of organization was recom- 
mended to the meeting yesterday by a 
sub-committee comprised of Francis M. 
Curlee, Nicholas M. Bell, Breckinridge 
Long, Joseph T. Davis, James B. Smith, 
J. M. Lashly and Sol Willmer. 

Men Who Will Run Campaign.

Invented by Sansone, 

The improvement was invented by 
Sansone and the horn was built in a 
Chicago musical instrument factory last 
summer under its inventor’s personal 
supervision and was played in public 
the first time at the opening concert 
of the St. Louis season.

with insufficient supplies. As I was sure 
that many of my leaders who had been 
deceived by the traitors would come back 
to us in the path of honor, it was in- 
dispensible to wait for them outside ef 
Mexico City. In a short time I will at- 
tack Mexico City and take it at all 
costs.

CHURCHES EXPEGT 
50,000 PERSONS AT 
SERVICES. TODAY 


Canvasses Made to Get Out 
Larger Attendance Than on 
Special Day Year Ago. 


CAMPAIGN FOR MEMBERS 


Methodist Congregations Begin 
Effort to Obtain 25 Per 
Cent Increase. 


——— 


The Church Federation of St. Louis 
has designated today as ‘““Hverybody-to- 
church-Sunday,” and it is expected that 
the record made last year, when 50,000 
persons attended the various churches 
in the city, on one Sunday, will be 
broken. 

Last year an advertising campaign 
was conducted to induce nonattendants 
of churches to visit these institutions. 
However, this campaign cost quite a 
sum of money, and when the question 
was considered this year it was decided 
the need of money in relief work, 
brought about by the war, was greater 
than the need in an advertising cam- 
paign, and it was decided to have the 
various churches conduct canvasses. 
The Rev. St. Clair DB. Ames, executive 
secretary of the Church Federation, 
said more than 100 Protestant churches 
made the canvasses. 

Methodist Episcopal churches are 
seeking to increase the membership of 
their congregations 25 per cent in cam- 
paigns which begin today and end 
Faster Sunday. Last year the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South sought to in- 
crease its membership 1000. It doubled 
that number and this church will con- 
duct a vigorous campaign beginning to- 
morrow. 


Church Membership in United States 
Increased 7 8 in 1914. 

The Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America, in the annual re- 
port made public yesterday by Prof. 
Shailer Mathews, the president, declared 
the religious bodies of the United States 
have no cause to be discouraged over 
the results of the year 1914. The total 
membership was 763,078 greater than it 
was in 1918. This is an average increase 
of 2 per cent. The total number of 
members is now 88,708,149. Baptists 
gained 122,125; Eastern Orthodox 
churches, 36,500; the Roman Catholic 
Church, 136,850; the Latherans, 66,243; 
the German Pvangelical Synod, repre- 
senting the State Church of Prussia. 
29,815; the Methodist, 231,460; the Pres- 
byterians, 56,019; the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, 28,641. 

The Protestant Episcopal Church has 
crossed the million line, having gained 
86,468 since 1910, and more than 800,000 
since 1900. The Roman Catholic Church 
has gained nearly 1,250,000 since 1910, 
and more than 5,500,000 since 1900. The 
Methodist Episcopal Church, the second 
largest denomination, gained 187,487 in 
1914, and nearly 700,000 since 1900. 

There are nine denominations, which 
have a million and upward, the Roman 
Catholic, 18,794,637; the Methodist Epis- 
copal, 8,608,265; the Southern Baptist, 
2,592,217; the National Baptist (Colored), 
2,018,868; the Methodist Episcopal South, 
2,005,707; the Presbyterian, Northern, 
1,442,498; the Disciples of Christ, 1,363, 
163; the Northern Baptist Convention, 
1,238,323, and the Protestant Episcopal, 
1,015,238. These seven denominations ag- 
gregate over 29,000,000 members, or more 
than three-fourths of the entire aggre- 
gate of the 170 religious bodies.

It is proposed 
not only to stimulate public interest in 
city planning, but to show that all 
changes in the physical aspect of the 
city should be definitely related to a pre- 
meditated plan of action.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13.—That an 
extra session of the Legislature will be 

; soon after the regular session 
closes in March is daily becoming more 
probable. Leaders in the Senate and 
House are beginning to predict that 
the extra session will be necessary if 
much of the legislation advocated by 
Gov. Major is enacted. 


The session .is now more than half 
die and not one of the important mea- 
tes has been adopted by either House. 
three bills have been adopted by 
both houses and they are the usual ap- 
propriation bills covering the school 
moneys and the interest on the State's 
indebtedness. The House has adopted 
38 House bills and the Senate has 
adopted 29 Senate bills. The calendars 
of both houses are crowded and it is 
doubtful if either House will be able to 
reagh the end of its calendar as it 
stands today, and each calendar is be- 
ink added to daily. 

"4474 Bills Already Introduced. 
‘he total number of bills introduced 
i@ 1674, and in addition to these there 
are 30 joint and concurrent resolutions. 

Weither the code revision bills nor 
bills to repeal obsolete and uncensti- 
tutional laws have been adopted. The 
insurance, banking, workmen’s com- 
pensation and industrial commission 
bills and all the extensive program of 
legislation outlined by Gov. Major in 
his message are still to be considered 
by both houses. 

The few measures which have been 
adopted by either house have been bills 
over which there was little controversy. 
The fight over the anti-liquor legisla- 
tion, which is certain to be a long one, 
is yet to come and probably will occupy 
several days. : 

‘When it is realized that only 32 days 
of the legislative session remain, and 6f 
those five are Sundays when there will 
be no sessions, it becomes apparent that 
the great majority of the 1474 bills never 
will come to a vote.

of families applying the first 11 days 
of this month was 3373. For the same 
days last year the number was 965. The 
8878 damilies asking help represented 1I,- 
790 individuals. 

‘7820 Families Asked Aid. 

The favorable weather of the past 
week has not helped the situation, except 
that there is not so much need of fuel. 

During January, 7820 families applied 
for help. Of these 3603 families had 
never before asked charity. These fam- 
ilies represent 15,847 individuals, of whom 
4406 are under 14 years of:age. 

About a month age the Provident As- 
sociation established a stoneyard, and 
through this employment is given to 
some of the men, but the number is 
limited. In order to extend this meager 
source of employment the men are 
worked in shifts. The same is trie of 
the woodyard. The association has a 
large supply of oak firewood and kin- 
dling which it desires to sell that more 
employment may be furnished. 

The same condition exists in the laun- 
dry and sewing room, where women are 
employed. The applications for employ- 
ment are greatly in excess of the num- 
ber of jobs. The persons seeking relief 
much prefer work and would gladly 
labor if the work could be found: Vistt- 
ors who investigate find much of the 
sickness is due to want and privation 
brought on by lack of employment. They 
find that families who heretofore have 
always been self-supporting, and who 
have hoiped others, are now forced to 
ask for relief. 

Deaths Due to Lack of Fved. 

In some cases the families have been 
deprived of the support of the bread 
earner by death, which was the result 
of sickness brought on by lack of food, 
medical attention and from exposure, 
and indirectly because of no work. 

The day nursery of the Provident As- 
sociation cares for children under school 
afe, whove mothers are employed, or 
are seeking employment, during the day. 
The-charges range for three months to 
six years of age. They are bathed, fed 
and cared for by attendants from f a, m. 
until the mother calls for them in the 
evening. 

The women's lodge provides temporary 
shelter for women and children evicted 
for non-payment of rent, or otherwise 
made homeless, until other relief can be 
obtained for them, such as getting in 
touch with relatives who are willing and 
who can assist them, or finding employ- 
ment. 

The men's lodge cares for aged ren 
and the convalescent men who have 
been discharged from the city mospital, 
but who are not strong enough to go 
back to work and who are without 
friends.

Investigation Shows From 25 to 
40 Per Cent of Children 
Are Undernourished. 


per cent of the children who attend some 
of the Chicago public schools do not 
get enough to eat. 

From a quarter to four-tenths of the 
boys and girls being trained in these 
schools are, at the same time, subjected 
to a process of slow. starvation. 
They are underweight, they 
dwarfed in height, they lack strength, 


their little bodies are thin and scrawny 
and they are starting out in life with 
a handicap from which it is impossible 
for them ever to recover. 

The City Health Department has just 
completed an examination of the chil- 
dren who attend the Farren School, the 
Keith School and the Komensky School. 
The examination was made by super- 
vising health officers F. D. Francis, 
Cc. C. Culbertson and H. L. Wright. 


39 Per Cent Were Underfed 
At the Farren School, with 757 chil- 


dren in atendance, the examinations 
showed that 237 of the pupils were un- 
dernourished. At the Keith School there 
were 381 boys and girls in attendance. 
Among this group of children the worst 
conditions were found to prevail. No 
less than 118 or 3.8 per cent, were 
found to be undernourished. 

At the Komensky School, with an at- 
tendance of 917, there were 235 under- 
nourished, or 2.16 per cent of the total 
ruumber. There were in all 2065 children 
examined, of whom 590, or more than 28 
per cent, were found to be undernour- 
ished. 

In four of the rooms in one of the 
schools the examiners called the 
children aside and tactfully ques- 
tioned each of them as to what he 
had to eat for his last three meals.

There were 151 children in these 
three rooms, of whom 43 showed 
signs of undernourishment. The 


children were from 7 to 9 years old. 
Of those who were underfed 28 
had had coffee and bread and noth- 
ing else for breakfast, while 15 more 
—all but two of the tctal—had cof- 
fee, bread and butter. One lucky 
child got oatmeal and bread and but. 
ter.

FROSTED FEET COMMON AILMENT 
AMONG THE FRENCH SOLDIERS 


Trouble Due to Men ¥ Wearing Shoes 
in Which There Is No Room 
for Extra Socks. 

PARIS, Feb. 13.—Frosted or swollen 
feet are 80 COMMON among soldiers liv- 
ing in the trenches that hundreds of 
depots have been established behind the 
lines for the repose of these lamed sol- 
diers, who otherwise are in perfect fight- 
ing condition. There tkey rest from 
four to eight days before they are able 
to return to the trenches. 

In addition to the action of water and 
mud the men have suffered bitterly 
from the cold. The explorer, Dr. J. B. 
Charcot, son-in-law of the poet, Victor 
Hugo, has suggested the use of very big 
shoes. Polar explorers have never found 
their shoes large enough, he said, and 
in all cases of frost-bitten feet the cause 
ceuld be traced to the tightness of foot- 
wear. Dr. Charcot says the French mil- 
itary shoe is too flat at the toe. It re- 
tards the circulation of blood and does 
not permit the soldier to wear several 
pairs of socks.

JOB CALLED  SINECURE 


St. Louisan and Another Attor-

under which Gordon makes the ap- 
pointment of attorneys to collect the 
inheritance tax. 

Calls Job a Sinecure. 

Donnell told the committee that the 
job held by Bond is a sinecure. He 
said that Bond never appeared in per- 
son at any of the appraisement hear- 
ings, but sometimes sent a young attor- 
ney, whom he paid a salary of $1200 a 
year. He said that Bond was attorney 
for the Frisco Railroad at a salary of 
$10,000 a year and that there was no 
need of his services in the collection of 
the collateral inheritance tax. 

The university has a general attor- 
ney, O. P. Barnett of Sedalia, who 
oversees the collection of the tax. Er- 
nest Green is his assistant in St. Louis, 
and, Donnell said, needs no additional 
help in the collection of the tax. . 

‘Bond Asked to Appear.

Repudiates Testimony He Gave 
in Trial of Police Lieutenant 
for Rosenthal Murder. 


ASSERTS HE WAS PAID 


Declares ,Assistant District At- 
torney’ Told Him What to 
Say in Trial. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 13.—James 
Marshall, the negro witness whose testi- 
mony was a strong link in the convic- 
tion of Charles Becker, the former New 
York Police Lieutenant, now under sen- 
tence of death for the murder of Her- 
man Rosenthal, tonight signed an affi- 
davit In the presence of witnesses set- 
ting forth that his words on the stand 


were false. He indicated in writing 
that the New York District Attorney’s 
office influenced him to testify as the 
prosecution wished under threat of ar- 
rest and imprisonment. This signed 
statement substantiated ‘Verbal. state- 
ments made by Marshall here earlier 
in the day. 

Marshall declared, in his statement, 
that he made a false affidavit concern- 
ing an alleged raid by Lieut. Becker 
and had signed a fictitious name, 
Moore, to it. Whis affidavit, he con- 
tinued, was laid before him when he 
was taken to the District Attorney’s 
office, and he was informed there that 


‘tt would be used as a basis for crim- 


inal prosecution for perjury unless he 
adhered to the story that he had seen 
“Bald Jack’’ Rose and Becker in con- 
ference several nights preceding the 
murder of Rosenthal. 
Taken Before Grand Jury. 

Immediately after he had testified in 
the Becker trial, Marshall continued, he 
was taken before a grand jury, and 
after his testimony had been read to 


him he was warned by one of the grand | 


jurors that if he at any time there- 
after told a story a variance with that 
on the stand he would be guilty of oak 
jury. 

Marshall said he had received th 
checks from the office ef the dist 
attorney while he was under wabpeea, 
one for $70, one fom $160 and another 
for $70. 

Marshall added that he ‘aid not re- 
member whose name appeared as the 
maker of the checks. E 

The New York district attorney’s of- 
fice advised him, Marshall continued, to 
keep under cover, and actually com- 
pelled him to tse back alleys as much 
as possible instead of the more open 
thoroughfares before he took the stand 
for the prosecution. The prosecution, 
he said, demanded this “because the 
Becker people were after me and I 
would have to lie low.” 

Had Theatrical Engagements. 

Beginning with his arrival in New 
York City, where he said he had been 
summoned under prétext of a 20-week 
theatrical contract, Marshall declared 
that he was presented with a subpena as 
& witness in the Becker trial the minute 
he stepped off the train, and then was 
taken immediately to the District Attor- 
ney’s office, where he met Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney F. B. Groehl. 

“There I was questioned,” he said in 
the affidavit, ‘‘concerning the outline of 
the testimony I was to wive”’ 

“I was asked what I knew of the al- 
leged meeting between Becker and the 
‘gunmen and I explained that I did not 
know Jack Rose and had never seen him. 
Assistant District Attorney Groehl then 
told me that I could be arrested and held 
in the House of Detention until time for 
me to testify unless I testified willingly. 

“Having theatrical engagement still 
unfilled in other cities, I explained that 
it would be impossible for me to remain 
in New York until the trial was called. 
The Assitant District Attorney then 
stated that he would have an attache of 
his office accompany me cutside of New 
York and this man went with me every- 
where I went. duy and night, and riever 
was I out of his sight a moment. We 
spoke frequently of the testimony I was 
to give at the trial. 

Met Groehl in Washington. 

“I met Assistant District Attorney 
Groehl in Washington and again spoke 
with him concerning the testimony I was 
to give on the stend.” 

During the time he was at the Mary- 
land Hotel in New York Marshall stated 
that he received from the District Attor- 
ney's office the three checks. 

“Life was very pleasant for me there. 
It was nothing but theaters and auto 
rides through the park all day long. 
I went to the theater almost every 
afternoon and never got up before 11 
o'clock mm the morning.’ 

Concerning his acquaintance with 
Jack Rose, Marshall's signed statement 
says: | 

“T never knew Jack Rose and I did 
not know it was he who was said to 
have met Becker on the street that 
night. My only knowledge of “Rose 
came from what Mr. Groehl said and 
what I read in the newspapers.” 

Marshall asserted that his testimony 
Was sought By the State because there 
was a link missing In the chain of evi- 
dence against Becker, namely; the test!- 
mony of @ disinterested person to the 
effect that there was a plot to do away 
xith Rosenthal.

Engiand to Disavow Order for Gen- 
eral Use of Neutral Fiags. 
LONDON, Feb. 13.—The . British For- 
eign Office is preparing a reply to the 
American note concerning the use of 
the American flag on the steamer Lusi- 
tania. The reply will be forwarded to 
Washington in a few days, probably be- 
fore Feb. 18. The British of@cials have 
rever admitted the German charge that 
a general order was issued by the Brit- 
ish Government that British ships 
should use the flags of neutral states. 
Neither has the admiralty confirmed the 
rumor that the Lusitania was ordered 

to use the neutral flag. 

The position of the British Govern- 
ment, as will be set forth in the reply, 
probably will be that the captains of 
British merchant vessels had been ad- 
vised to use neutral flags should an 
emergency demand such action to save 
the Hves of those on the ships.

German Answer on American Protest 
Likely in Few Days. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The State 
Department today was notified that 
Ambassador Gerard at Berlin deliv- 
ered America’s protest against Ger- 
r-any’s declared intention of endan- 
gering neutral commerce, to the for- 
eign office last night. 

Mr. Gerard notified the department 
that German officials refused to dis- 
cuss the note at this time, but that 
an answer probably would be sent to 
the.

Explosion in New York Gives 
Clew That Leads to Arrest 
of M. A. Schmidt.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Matthew A. 


Schmidt, 34 years old, was arrested here 
tonight, as a fugitive from justice, on an 
indictment found in Los Angeles, in 
October, 1910, charging him with having 
been implicated in dynamiting the Los 
Angeles Times Building. 

The arrest was made on upper Broad- 
way, where detectives had traced him 
after a search of four years. 

A detective said an indictment charges 
that Schmidt was one of two or three 
who went with J. B. McNamara to the 
giant powder company in California and 
purchased 1000 pounds of dynamite. At 
that time he is said to have gone by 
the name of Bryce. 

Detective Burns stated that the arrest 
of Schmidt was the outgrowth of an in- 
vestigation into a bomb explosion which 
occurred in a six-story flat house on 
Lexington avenue, in this city, on July 
4 last year and which killed three per- 
sons, injured others and partly wrecked 


Detectives who examined the prem- 
ises became convinced that the bomb 
used was of the same type as that used 
in blowing up the Los Angeles Times 
building and similar to those placed at 
the homes of Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, 
owner of the Times, and of the secre- 
tary of the Manufacturers’ Association. 
The investigators soon, struck a trail 
which was followed and led to the ar- 
rest of Schmidt. 

The three men charged. with purchas- 
ing the dynamite from the Giant Pow- 
der Co. works were J. B. McNamara, 
M. A. Schmidt and David Caplan. A 
world-wide search was made for Mc- 
Namara’s associates, and their capture 
Was erroneously reported on many oc- 
casions. Until the arrest here tonight 
both had eluded arrest.

NOT 10 APPEAL 
FEE JUDGMENTS 


Wiethaupt and Buermann Say 
Decision Against Them on 
Technicality Was Correct. 


John Wiethaupt, presiding Judge of 
the St. Louis County Court, and Wil- 
liam Buermann, associate Judge, stated 


| yesterday that they would not appeal 


to the Supreme Court, as had been ¢x-~- 


pected, againet a judgment rendered by 
Judge McElhinney of the Circuit Court 
at Clayton that they must respectively 
refund $3654.04 and $754.72 to the County 
Treasurer. They contend that the judg- 
ment was in fact unjust, but that in 
law it was correctly based upon a tech- 
nicality which exists in the statutes. 
One of the duties of the County Judges 
is the supervision of public works, such 
as bridges and roads. The days on 
which they perform this service are 
known as “committee days,” and for 
each of the Judges the pay is $ a day. 
The statutes direct that the Judges, 
before starting on their tours of super- 
vision, must meet at Clayton as a court. 
Wiethaupt and Buermann admit that 
they failed to do this, but started from 
their homes on the inspection Journeys. 
No Mileage Charge Made. 
They were follawing a precedent in 
force since 1378, they said, when Sf. 
Louls and St. Louls County Were sep- 
arated, and in addition saved the county 
$3 a day, which is the Sheriff’s fee for 
convening court. Besides, they declare, 
they used their own automobiles with- 
out charging the county mileage. 
Judge McElhinney found judgment 
against them Dec. 12 and in his written 
opinion noted that Judges are sometimes 
compelled by the law to render decisions 
contrary to their own sympathies.

Former Vanderbilt Chauffeur 
Accuséd of Hotel Robberies 
Totaling $50,000.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13—A detective 
alighted from a Philadelphia train at 
the Pennsylvania terminal tonight 
shackeled to a handsomely dressed mili- 
tary-looking man of 32 years. The man 
is Ernest Le Ford, better known as 
Ernest J. Shandau, who is wanted for 
jewel robberies at the Hotels Empire, 
McAlpin, Imperial, Majestic, Manhat- 
tan Square, Savoy and Walton. While 
the police searched for him he has been 
hobnobbing with the navy and army 
set at Washington and showing gal- 
lant attention to their wives and daugh- 

ters. 
In Washington Le Ford had an ex- 
pensive suite at the ‘Shoreham. He 
made acquaintances readily and ap- 
peared to be polished and a fluent talk- 
er in several languages, especially En- 
glish and French, Later he moved to 
the Hamilton, more of a family hotel, 
and cdhtinued to spend money freely, 
Robberies Total $50,000. 
The robberies total about $60,000 and 
wére mysteries until Noy. 18, when Dr, 
and Mrs. Albert H. Goodman, living at 
the Manhattan Square, were robbed of 
$8000 worth of jewelry. Le Ford was 
registered there, but he left suddenly. 
Among the articles stolen from Mrs. 
Goodman were peculiarly shaped stud 
buttons, purchased in Paris. Detective 
Maddock found one of these buttons 
on the floor of the room Le Ford had 
occupied. ‘ 
Le Ford was first known here as an 
efficient chauffeur, at one time having 
been employed by Frederick W. Van- 
derbilt. : 
In Baltimore and Washington the po- 
lice recovered $9000 worth of stolen jew- 
elry. The detectives also located $4800 
worth of valuables which had been 
pawned or sold. These will be recov- 
ered. é 
$15,000 in One Haul. 
Some of the property recovered be- 
longed to D. N. Hanson, whose rooms 
in the Hotel Savoy were robbed Jan. 
18 of between $10,000 and $15,000 worth of 
jewelry. This shows that even while 
the New York police were searching 
high and low for Le Ford and he was 
cutting a wide swath tn Washington, 
he took time to come here for a big 
haul. 

Mrs. BH. G. Becker of the Hotel Savoy 
who was robbed some months ago, 
also identified some of the recovered | 
jewelry as hers.

Leaders Plan to Rush Through 
Administration Compromise 
on Purchase Bill. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.--Senator Bur- 
ton of Ohio, one of the leaders in the 
Republican filibuster against the ship- 
purchase bill, introduced two resolutions 
in the Senate today providing for in- 
vestigation of reports that the United 
States intends to purchase interned Ger- 
man ships if the. ship bill should be 

passed. 

One of the resolutions introduced by 
Senator Burton provides for an investi- 
gation by a committee of five Senators 
into whether any individual, firm or 
corporation in the United States has 
made loans to any persons or concern 
owning interned ships; whether any in- 
dividual, firm or corporation in the 
United States has obtained options on 
any such ships; and whether any per- 
son who may have obtained such options 
is connected with the Government of 
the United States. 

Resolutions Go Over to Monday. 

The other resolution would inquire 
whether the Secretary of the Treasury 
has any information whether any indi- 
vidual, firm or corporation in the United 
States has made loans or advances to 
any person or concern owning interned 
ships; whether any person, firm or Cor- 
poration in the United States, acting |} 
either in a personal capacity or as agent 
for the Government, holds an option on 
any such ships and contemplates trans- 
ferring them to the Government or an 
agency thereof or to private persons. 
Both resolutions went over to Monday. 

While Senate Democrats marked 
time in the ship purchase bill fight 
today, House leaders completed plans 
for rushing the administration com- 
promise proposal through that body 
by the end of next week. Under a 
special rule introduced by Repre- 
sentative Podgett today, the House 
would be given only six hours to de- 
bate the compromise plan which will 
be laid before a Democratic caucus 
Monday night for approval. No 
amendments other than those pro- 
vided for in the rule will be possible 
and the bill could be disposed of at 
one sitting. 


Conference Resumed Last Night. 
In the eSnate the Norris cloture 


rule was still under debate and Sen- 
ator Burton occupied the floor vir- 
the entire session, his dis- 
cussion ranging from criticism of al- 
leged executive interference with 
legislation to the merits of various 
projects contained in the river and 
harbers appropriation bill. Demo- 
cratic leaders conferred on the gen- 
eral subject of cloture foday without 
‘reaching any decision and resumed 
their conference tonight, 

The new bill embracing the ‘Weeks 
naval bill and the Gore ship bill, 
would organize a shipping board 
with an appropriation of $40,000,000 
to engage in the shipping business 
for a period ending two years after 
the conclusion of the European war. 
Them the ships would pass to the 
control of the Secretary of the Navy 
to be leased or operated in the mer- 
chant marine service tn ‘his discre- 
tion. The caucus Monday night is 
expected to bind the Democratic ma- 
jority to support the bill as a party 
measure, 

House Leaders Confident. 

Democratic leaders were confident 
the revised bill would go through 
the House without serious difficulty. 
Senate Republicans, however, assert- 
ed the compromise failed to eliminate 
the two principal objections and 
would meet the same obstructions in 
the Senate as the pending bill. They 
asserted the compromise would per- 
mit the purchase of ships owned by 
belligerents, and would allow the 
Government to continue indefinitely 
in the shipping business. 

In the course of his remarks tdday 
Senator Burton asked Senator Filetch- 
er in charge of the shipping bill 
why the administration was so op- 
posed to the specified prohibition of 
the purchase of belligerent interned 
ships. 

Looking for Trouble He Charges. 

“That would not be a wise or pa- 
triotic source,’ said Senator Fletcher, 
“and it would be writing into the 
law denunciation of a principle upon 
which we always have looked with 
pride.” 

“That shows that you are looking 
for trouble,” said Senator Burton. 
“afid that you are willing to make 
trouble. Senators on this side owe 
it to the country to save it from:the 
peril that such a bill will bring. We 
would fall in our duty if we did not 
oppose to the end a proposal loaded 
with such danger.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—James Creel- 
man, editor, writer and war correspon‘l- 
ent, died in Berlin yesterday of Bright's 
disease and heart complications. He 
was 55 years old. 


Perhaps Creelman’s greatest accom- 
Plishment as a war correspondent, one 
that proved his humane spirit and high 
sense of duty, was during the - Chinv- 
Japanese War in 18%, when he repre- 
sented the New York World, He with- 
drew from Field Marshal Oyama’s 
forces at Port Arthur and returned his 
military pass to the Japanese Foreign 
Minister that he might be free to tell 
civilized society through the columns of 
the New York World of the butchery 
of 2500 unarmed Manchus by the Jap- 
anese army. He did so graphically. 
Japan Acknowledged Service. 
The Japanese Government and press 
denounced him violently. But four years 
later, at a public banquet in New York, 
Mr. Saki, one of the Japanese Imperial 
Commissioners, made a speech in which 
he acknowledged frankly that Mr. Creel- 
man had rendered a valuable service t» 
Nippon. Since then the conduct of the 
Japanese army in war has. been irre- 
proachable. 
One of Creelman’s most important 
achievements, perhaps the most impor- 
tant in‘’its results, was his interview 
with Porfirio Diaz, dictator President ofs 
Mexico, published in Pearson’s Maga- 
zine in 1909. Diaz, then at the height 
of his power, said in this interview that 
he wished to see a middle class develop 
in Mexico and that he would welcome 
the growth of a genuine party system 
and even an opposition candidate in the 
next presidential election. 
This interview was intended for Amer- 
ican consumption, but was widely re 
printed in Mexico. It undoubtedly had 
much to do with the candidacy of Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, and with the revolution 
he successfully headed.

Final arguments in the $100,000 graft 
conspiracy case, in which six former 
officials of East St. Louis are defend- 
ants, will be made tomorrow morning in 
the City Court, provided the presiding 
Judge, Daniel Maddex of Litchfield, re- 
covers from am attack ef what appeared 
to be mumps. 

The Judge's jaw was so swollen yes- 
terday afternoon that he could with 
4ifficulty at quietiy and listen to the 
three-hour argument of H. F. Schaum- 
loeffel, attorney for the defense. If he 
should be unable to attend court in the 
next few days, there is some difference 
of opinien as to what would happen. It 
is possible that a mistrial would have 
to be deciared, and another trial held 
later. The jury could hardly be held in- 
definitely, as it has now been confined 
two weeks. 

Gustin Opens Argument, - 

R. V. Gustin, Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney, opened the argument yesterday 
morning. He said the State had shown 
no dfrect evidence against two of the 
defendants, former Mayor Lambert and 
former Comptroller Faulkner. The evi- 
dence against the other four, he said, 
Was strong and convincing. They are 
former Treasurer Gerold, former Comp- 
troller Rodenberger, former Alderman 
Tietje and Lester Grigsby, former clerk 
in the Health Department, now Chief of 
Detectives. 

Gustin particularly attacked Gerold 
and Rodenberg, and dwelt, on the theft 
of the six record books, wanted by the 
State’s Attorney, from the Comptroller's 
office, where, he said, they were kept in 
a safe whose combination was known 
only to Rodenberger and his clerk. He 
reviewed the evidence against Gerold in 
detail, and argued that particularly as to 
his ownership of teams which were 
worked on city contracts, or for which 
the city paid. 

Schaumloeffel, in his plea for the 
accused men, did not try to make 
any distinction in favor of Lambert 
and Faulkner. He argued that all 
should be either acquitted or found

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GOVERNORS ASK 
PONGRESS TO PASS 
HIGHWAY LAW 


Southern Executives Join in Ap- 
peal to National Legislature 
to Aid Better Roads. 


That the South does not intend to be 
overlooked in the distribution of inter- 
state road travel, while keeping in sight 
the building of market roads, is appar- 
ent from the great interest now being 
taken in highways by Southern Gov- 


ernors and Legislatures.’ 

The General Assembly of North Caro- 
lina has just adopted resolutions of 
greeting to Virginia, Tennessee, Arkan- 
sas, Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and 
California, requesting that their Gov- 
ernors and Legislatures, the entire 
South and the Federal Government, .co- 
operate to secure the completion of un- 
finished links in the Southern National 
Highway. The North has two open lines; 
the South has none. 

The response was instant and en- 
thusiastic, proving that it {fs still a solid 
South in the best sense. In transmitting 
the resolutions to Virginia, Gov. Craig 
sent a personal representative, Dr. S. 
M. Johnson, one of the leading spirits 
of the Souther Highway, to Gov. Stuart 
with a message which closed as fol- 
lows: 

“The vision of this great highway 
has grown ever more distinct, until it 
seems to me the loftiest in conception 
and the most beneficent in promise that 
has ever appealed to the high patriot- 
ism of our people. It links the North 
and the South, the East and the West, 
the old and new, in a bond of living 
unity, interest, hope and endeavor, too 
strong for either strife or war to ever 
break.’’ 

Gov. Stuart stressed the movement by 
a messoge to the Virginia Legislature 
in which he said: 

“The Scuthern National Highway ap- 
peals irresistibly to the patriotic im- 
pulse. It links together Richmond and 
Washington, the South and the: North 
from coast to coast. With conditions 
favoring outdoor life at a timé-when 
many in the North seek relief from 
cold, this highway promises much for 
that national unity which is born of 
personal touch and closer acquaintance 
formed in travel. When we consider 
these things, we conclude that Presi- 
dent Wilson must have had in mind the 
great through routes of auto travel 
when he stated at the American Road 
‘Congress at Atlantic City that his en- 
thusiasm for good roads was mainly 
because they promoted the wider ac- 
quaintance which breaks down section- 
alism, and enables pegple to think, feel, 
and aot together in all that pertains 
to the national] life. I agree with Gov. 
Craig in his estimate of the value of 
this highway, not only to the South 
but to the entire country, and believe 
Virginia should join the other states in 
this work of lofty constructive patriot- 
ism. 
“When the improvement of a particu- 
lar road is of such ‘mportance as to be 
demanded by an entire state, and when 
a number of states spanning the con- 
tinent have linked together a series of 
roads of such state-wide importance,’ 
thereby constituting a transcontinental 
highway, the co-operation of the Fed- 
eral Government with the states in the 
improvement ef the road as a national 
highway would seem not only justified, 
but Inevitable; should the Federal Gov- 
ernment decide to enter upon the con- 
struction of a system of highways.” 

The co-operation of the Federal Gov- 
ernment is thus invited, and about all 
the Southern Governors have joined in 
urging Congress without further delay 
to pass a good roads bill. They do not 
ask a comprehensive bill—only a meas- 
ure Hke the Simmons Post Road bill 
re-enacted, carrying an appropriation 
of a million dollars, some of which 
could be employed for nsedy sections in 
all the transcontinental lines. The 
American Automobile Association natu- 
rally is interesting {ts ccuntry-wide 
membership in this effort to facilitate 
trederal road activities.

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 13.—Entries for 
the next Indianapolis 600-mile race now 
number 10, five more than were regis- 
tered this time last year, the new- 
comers being Eddie O’Donnell and Tom 
Alley in a pair of Duesenbergs. Fred 
Duesenberg, builder of the cars, states 
a third entry may be expected before 
the first of May. 

O’Donnell and Alley belong to the 

newer generation of American racing 
stars, their rise having been a matter of 
the last few months. O’Donnell leaped 
pinto fame by taking a third in the re- 
cent race at Corona, at the heart-break- 
ing speed of 85.74 miles an hour, while 
Alley won his spurs by breaking the 
world’s 106-mile circular dirt track rec- 
ord at Minneapolis last fall at the rate 
of 66.57. 
Their cars, unlike the Duesenbérgs of 
preceding years, will not be handicapped 
by size this season, as they measure 
within a fraction of the speedway limit, 
or 292 cubic inches. Built by one of the 
mastef craftsmen of the game, they are 
expected to give an extremely good ac- 
count of themselves.. Their speed is 
placed at 110 miles an hour.

MOTOR TRUCKS WILL

“Development of the motor truck, 
which is coming more rapidly into gen- 
eral use, will,’ in our opinion, tend to 
relieve congestion by moving all kinds 
of merchandise in larger units and more 
rapidly,’’ says a committee of the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce in a detailed 
report on street traffic in the Hub as the 
result of a year and a half of study of 
conditions. 

“The ease with which motor vehicles 
can be handled and the fact that they 
occupy less space than horse-drawn ve- 
hicles are also distinct advantages. A 
careful study of -the use of motor ve- 
hicles, made at the railroad terminals, 
plainly showed the superiority of the 
former. The average speed of the motor 
vehicles was found to be from two to 
three times as great as that of horse- 
drawn vehicles. Yet the motor truck is

Three thou- 
sand nickels is $150, and this represents 
loss of revenue to the United Railways 
Co., except in some cases, where jit- 
ney passengers are mere joy riders, In 
the latter class are some downtown 
ehopgirls and stenographers, who, in- 
stead of spending an hour and 15 cents 
for lunch, now buy a cream puff and 
take a round trip in a jitney car, just 
for fun and fresh air.

This will add to the revenues of 
the new service, and it will give the 
Cars a resemblance to the public motor 
vehicles of European cities, which are 
plastered with advertising.

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Civie League Makes Request for 
for in City Charter. 

The Civic League yesterday asked 
Mayor Kiel and Comptroller Player, as 
members of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, to set aside $50,000 in 
the annual budget to provide for the 
welfare work set forth in the new char- 
ter, but not yet authorized by ordinance. 
Ba denn pointed out that the em- 


sieksbiee problem next winter will have 
to be considered and that unless some 
appropriation is made to meet it, there 
will be more distress. and want than 
there is this winter. The League took 
the position that the new Board of Al- 
dermen doubtless will pass ordinances 
at once establishing a free legal aid 
bureau, a city employment office, a de- 
partment of research to study the prob- 
lem of poverty as provided in the char- 
ter and that unless money is set aside 
to finance these activities, they cannot 
possibly be taken up until the spring 
of 1916. 

The appeal to the Board of Estimate 
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was made through the Social Service 
Committee of the League, comprised of 
Mrs. Philip N. Moore, chairman; Miss 
Mary EH.

reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.— Three 
army officers were testifying recent- 
ly before a House committee on the 
subject of a bigger army, when one 
of these officers remarked that the 
reserve army of the United States 
numbered 16. 
Representative Augustus P. Gard- 
ner of Massachusetts, who had intro- 
duced the first resolution in the 
| House for an inquiry into the mili- 
‘tary preparedness of the United 
States, with ,his ever-present sense 
of humor, resolved to give the reserve 
army a dinner. 
He wrote to the War Department 
for their names and addresses and 
the War Department became slightly 
irritated. Nevertheless, the list was 
furnished. But the addresses were 
too general for post office purposes, 
so Gardner asked the department to 
be more specific. When the new list 
came it bore the full addresses. It 
happened that 10 of the men were in 
New York State. 
As Washington looked at it, Gard- 
ner has mapped out a pretty big task 
for himself. One feature—that of 
transportation—is causing his friends 
eonsiderable merriment, The Ilitst 
shows that there will be one fare to 
be paid from Porto Rico, two fram 
San Francisco, another from Pike 
County, Pa., 10 from New York and 
Brooklyn, and one each from Indlan- 
apolis and West Philadelphia. But 
Gardner is rich enough to humor his 
whint.

Authority for the creation of a re- 
serve army was given in the 1912 
army apfropriation act and the pro- 
vision became effective Nov. 1, 1913. 

From that time on the War De- 
partment raised its enlistment per- 
fods from four years to seven, and 
it was provided in each enlistment 
contract that the soldier should serve 
four years with the colors and the 
remaining three years on rese~ve, 
Bubject to call in event of war. 

But there was no provision speci- 
fying what the Secretary of War 
should do in case a reservist refused 
to report every three months during 
the period of his reserve duty. Al) 
of the 16 reservists are reporting 
regularly, but the War Department 
admits it doesn’t know what would 
happen to a man if he failed te re- 
port.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Cabinet of- 
ficers, jurists, legislators and men of

Nelson, St, Louis millionaire manufac- 
turer, told a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent today of the progress he had made 
in two years in his new task of trying 
to reorganize the political and social 
fabric by starting community groceries 
on.the profit-sharing plan and ultimate- 
ly turning the ownership of them over 
to the grocery clerks and customers. 

This is Nelson's second big effort to 
“gtve the people their dues, make 
poverty impossible and to virtually 
empty our prisons.” His first big work 
started about 8 years ago in St. Louis, 
where every man now employed in his 
factories is a stockholder.

Profits Divided With Clerks. 

In his New Orleans stores, Nelson has 
started a plan of giving each employe 
@ certain per cent of the profits. When 
the books are balanced at the end of 
each year, 2 per cent of the profits is 
given te the employes. One-half of this 
amount ig invested tn stock for them. 
The mem are graded by their salaries 
and given their share of the profits, half 
in money and half in stock. The re- 


plus fund. Nelson keeps nothing for 
himself, 

All customers pay cash for their goods. 
Steck is for sale to customers at $5 per 
share. By paying cash customers get the 
goods much cheaper, as Gash eliminates 
many expenses. The money thus saved 
by customers can be invested by them 
in stock, which eventually will return 
dividends. 

Nelson hopes in this way to eliminate 
the middlemen, as the community-owned 
stores can buy direct from the manu- 
facturer. 

When the clerks and the customers 
own the stores jointly, Nelson says, the 
clerks will be more economical! in hand- 
ling the steck and be frugal even in 
the paper, bags and twine they use, 
while customers will not ask that small 
bundles be sent to their homes and wil! 
co-operate in every way to keep down 
expenses. 

Food Supplies a Public Utility. 
Food supplies, above all else, should 
be. regarded as a public utility,” said 
Nelson. “It is the most important thing 
we have to deal with in this practical 
world today. I do not believe in the 
people owning the stores through any 
arrangement with the Government, but 

by personally owning stock in them. 

“TI believe every man is his brother’s 
keeper. We should live in harmony. The 
Lord has provided amply for all and his 
goods should be equally provided.

Now I don’t want to spoil this editorial by leaving it lopsided. If 
this principle works one way, it works the other. If it works for employers 
to let laboring men jump on the ripper, it works for laboring men to let 
employers jump on the ripper. I hate to stand by and see the trusts 
and the big employers getting the benefit of the truth before the labor 
unions do. I wish some labor union in this country would suddenly loom 
up and act just the way Henry Ford does. Millions of laboring men are 
doing as well as Henry Ford does, individually—in unions and out of 
them. But officially, the labor unions are not yet ready for this, I believe. 
We are going to have very soon now hundreds of labor unions reaching 
out their hands to their employers and letting their employers get on— 
trusting them and treating them every day as if of course their interests 
were identical. The employers of the eountry for fifty years have done 
about everything they could by holding them at a distance to drill laboring 
men into not believing in them and into not trusting them. A very great 
many do now. But I believe we are soon going to have notable labor 
unions in this country that will make a shrewd, strong stand for letting 
employers get on. The old idea of capital and labor—the one the labor 
unions have been acting on because their employers have—the idea of a 
set fight between employers and employes—the very idea that their 
employers, the best of them, have already been sorry for and are giving up, 
is going to go next in the unions. The union, instead of saying to em- 
ployers, ‘‘One ripper for you, please, and another for us,’’ is going to 
look the employers, all employers, over and sort them out. It will soon 
be a common thing to see labor unions in a neighborhood looking employers 
over and encouraging employers to be like folks. The unions will not 
have one solid front. They will have at least one policy in dealing with 
one kind of employer and another with another. 

f am not saying that the Jabor unions should begin right off the 
way Henry Ford does. Henry Ford lets 
any employe jump on, and if it works 
even with convicts J don’t see why it 
shouldn’t work with rich ones or employ- 
ers—in the long run—but it’s pretty steep 
to begin with. 

In the meantime all I can say is— 
let’s all believe it and let’s all work to- 
ward it and bend our policy toward it.

When he lost his entire left arm and his right hand in ar 

accident five years ago, and when friends and relatives con 

doled with him as a poor, maimed shred of humanity doomed 

to a life of uselessness, John smiled and said: ‘Maybe so,” 

in a way that indicated he didn’t thigk maybe-so at all.” 

Today John is more convinced than ever that his frien 's 

were wrong. The friends are themselves converted. Moral courage 

and intelligence have made amendment for the deficiency in the 

matter of hands. John is on the highway.to a good eduftation, cap 
write better than many persons who have the ordinary 
complement of fingers, and, at the age of 23, gazes at 
the future with unswerving confidence. And while 
speculation as to the what-might-have-been is nearly 
always profitless, it is by no means certain that the 
car wheels which maltreated him so cruelly did him 

more harm than good. 

John will be graduated from the Collinsville High 
School in the spring. He thgn will have covered ir 
five years the ground which his classmates required 
12 years to cover. They have-been five years of bitter 
struggle, against handicaps which would have dismayed 
one less stout of heart. What he has accomplished 
would have been creditable even if he had not been 
physically crippleu, for his English, at the beginning 
was very scant. It was the English an immigrant 
Italian boy could pick up around the coal mines where 
he worked and where most of his associates spoke alien 
tongues. 

When he has received his high school diploma he 
hopes to enter Ilinois University. Just how he wil!

T is a far ery from the West End drawing room, frem the society of gentle-bred, culti- 
vated people, and from luxuries such as taste, means and travel enable one to collect 


—it is a long way in the imagination of young wemen so fortunately surrounded to a 
night school in the foreign quarters of the city, where Rumanian, Croatian and 
Lithuanian peasants are gioping after a rudimentary knowledge of our difficult Engtish 


tongue. 


How many of this years debutantes have more than a uazgy knowledge that there 


are such races as those just named? 


Many public school teachers, required by necessity to give their evenings to the work of 
teaching immigrants and paid for their services, recoil from contact with these cruder folk, 
regard the duty as.an imposition and spray themselves with formaldehyde when they have 


performed: the task. 


Yet there are two young women of enviable position and estate who have heard the far, unin. 
telligible cry of the strangers in a strange land, who have bridged the distae-+ uJ the sociai 
gulf, and are responding eagerly, freely, out of simple charity, with first aid 


to humble aliens. 


The frequent absence of Miss Ruth Crawford, daughter of Hanford Craw- 


_ ford, and Miss Carolyn Ives, daughter of the late Halsey C. Ives, from social 


functions this season has been traced to previous engagements they have 
made with their night classes in strange, out-of-the-way neighborhoods. 

Miss Crawford conducts a class of women and girls in the homes of its 
various members, who may live in “Little Italy,” “Little Russia” or the 
Ghetto. Miss Ives holds her classes in the assembly rooms of the Divoll 


Library every Tuesday and Thursday evening. 


Nobody seems greatly surprised at Miss Crawford's latest depertere. 


“Oh, Ruth is always tak- 
ing up the most interesting 
things,” her friends say. 

Her interest in sociologi- 
cal subjects has been mani- 
fest more than once, and 
she comes to her teaching 
equipped with a course of 
training in pageantry and 
kindred subjects useful to 
one interested in new lines 
of social education. She 
spent a year in the East for 
special study in these 
branches. 


But Miss Ives, she who 
from the Lacklands, her 
mother’s family, comes of 
a line of women noted for 
daintiness and prettiness; 
who, herseif, looks like a 
Botticelli deeoration; and 
who, from her distinguished 
father, the heart and brains 
of the City Art Museum 
during his lifetime, must 
have inherited a taste for 
all that is artistio—that 
“Callie” Ives should choose 
to spend her evenings in 
company with, and even serving strange, uncouth, 
sometimes unwashed foreigners, causes new expressions 
of admiring wonder among members of her own set. 

“It was Miss Crawford who got me into this work,’ 
Miss Ives explains, as if renouncing any cfedit that 
might belong to herself. “But I find it intensely in- 
teresting. If I can cnily hold my class together | 
shall feel well repaid for any effort on my part. Yes, 
it is hard work, very hard on both sides, for I don’t 
know their language and they don’t know mine.” 

We were seated in her little private parlor in the 
Westmoreland Hotel, where, with her mother, she is 
stopping, they having closed their country home, Red- 
croft, for the winter. She brought out some cards upon 
which were printed simple sentences, each in several 
languages. 

“This is the ferm of text used by the immigration 
secretary of the Young Men’s Christian Association in 
their work of developing aliens,” she said. 

“At first I just point to some object mentioned in this 
text. I repeat its name very slowly. Then I make some 
movement or gesture and repeat very slowly its name. 
They have learned a noun and a verb. We learn to 
write and to read the two words. Then suiting my 
action to the words I say, ‘I open my eyes,’ ‘I shut my 
eyes,’ etc. Ne 

“It is very tedious and sometimes discouraging, but 
when I see how eager and persistent the younger ones 
are I become absorbingly interested. I have Greeks, 
Croatians and other nationalities represented among 
my pupils, and women and giris of various ages, from 
16 to 60. 

“Some of the older gray-haired women are inclined 
to give up. But when they go home their men send 


them baek and my efforts to keep them interested are’ 


reinforced by the insistence of the men back of them.”’ 

“I think,” she continued, “that Miss Crawford hopes 
to establish many classes’in various foreign quarters 
when she can get teachers to volunteer.” 

Miss Crawford seemed to regard her new undertaking 
as an opportunity. If she had been a working gir! 
entering upon a new “job,” knowing that her very 
living, her carfare, lunches and “third floor back” de- 


pended upon her “making good” at this new “open- | 


ing,” she couldn’t have been more earnest or full of 
high hopes and ambition. 

Speaking of Miss Ives’ connection, she said: “Yes, 
I got that work for her to do,” as if she thought Miss 
Ives, too, had been out of employment too long. 

“I am indebted to some members of the Young Men'= 
Cifristian Association, who.are conducting classes of 
foreign men in the study of English and citizenship, 
for informing me of this opportunity,” she said. 
“The foreign men made it known how anxious they 
were that their wives and other womenfolk should be 
learning a little English. These friends pointed out 
the opening for me and I took it right up. 

“Oh, yes, we are getting along splendidly with it,” 
and her eyes sparkled with enthusiasm. “But I don’t 
want to tell any of my plans just yet. They aren’t ripe. 
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I have to get a lot of people interested in it. Come to 
me in a month or so and I may have something very 
interesting, something worth while, to tell.” 

If the young women follow up their part of this 
work to the extent the young men purpose to do, it 
really is an opening of infinite possibilities, as will be 
seen from a Y. M. C. A.- report of what has been ac- 
complished since last October. 

At the beginning of the war the extension branch of 
the Y. M. C. A. found itself relieved, by cessation of 
immigration, of caring for the immediate needs of the 
yyimbers of foreign folk to whom it formerly had ad- 
ministered at Union Station.

service as a Y. M. C. A. agent at Ellis Island, imme 
diately got under way a long cherished plan for in- 
jecting a leaven of education into the melting pot of 
St. Louis’ environs, if there could be got together for- 
eigners willing to learn. 

An examiner of the Federal Naturalization Depart- 
ment furnished a list of 348 foreigners, who having 
been unable to understand that ‘part of the cere 
many which requires an oath to support the Constitution, 
had been denied citizen papers. With this group as a 
nucleus, it was found that the first step towards spread- 
ing entightenment would be some small initiation into 
a. knowledge of English. 

It then remained to be learned that the great dif- 
ferences in motives, in ideals, in underst&nding, in 
everything almost, between these strangers and our- 
selves is largely a difference simply in languages. The 
work grew and flourished amazingly, until now you can 
scarcely walk into a club room, a barber shop, a saloon 


or other gathering place in the congested foreign quar- 
ters of the city without finding one of the young men 
from the Y. M. C. A. the center of a group of eager 
companions intent upom embracing the opportunity to 
learn to the full extent that which is offered. 

The young women are but making a beginning. But 
when they have acquired a working knowledge of our 
language, and have incidentally learned how oppor- 
tunities for women in this country are almost as great 
as for the men, their enthusiasm and demand for vol- 
unteer teachers are likely to increase accordingly. 

New Metal Gives Off Cold. 

MARVELOUS new mefal which may contain po 
A tential perils for the Ice Trust is being described 

in European scientific journals as having been 

discovered by a Russian savant, while exploring 
in Namangan in Asiatic Russia. Having by accident 
placed his hand upon a mass of pasty, opaque substance 
utterly unknown to him, he took a quantity to his 
laboratory in Moscow and experimented upon it with 
various reagents.

As the Germans are a _ theater- 
going race, remarks the writer, noth- 
ing is more natural than that. the Kaiser’s Government 
should commandeer the stave as a vehicle for making 
the ‘country think martially.

“Wir Barbaren” (“We Barbarians’), a comedy with 
music. He saw it performed at Frankfort-on-the Main, 
in an auditorium packed to its capacity of 4000. 
Breezily, with a touch of malice, the visitor describes 
the play and its audience: 

“The play opens: July 31, 1914, fixed by the author, 
Herr Fritz Odemar,.as the date when the typical Berlin 
family is roused from the homely peace of the fireside 
by the news that ‘all’ the Fatherland’s foes have sim- 
ultaneously and declared war on her.

“In the dining car of an express train en route from 
Dresden to Berlin two Americans were recently talking 
their mother tongue. A florid-faced Prussian, serviette 
under chin, nearly exploded. He summoned the guard 
in charge of the car and demanded, sputteringly, to 
know if things had come to such ’a pass that Germans 
could not travel on their own railway lines without 
having to hear the hatred ‘Englisch.’” 

The observer spent several days at Essen, where the 
Krupp factories are located, and reports that the works, 
employing 44,060 men, are running full, blast night and 
day, Sundays apd holidays, and that their output of 
guns and sheHs represents the absolute highwater mark 
in the firm’s 104 years’ of existence. 

“Essen at night,” he says, “fills one with an over- 
powering sense of the Kaiser’s limitless resources for 
war making. I do not mean that his resources are 
inexhaustible. I only say that the blaze and roar of 
Krupps—a lurid panorama in the sky—-make you think 
they are. For you must roll Sheffield and Newcastle- 
on-Tyne and Barrow-in-Furness into one clanging whole 
to visualize Essen-on-the-Ruhr in these 42-centimeter 
times. Soldiers guard every possible avenue of exit 
and entrance at the works, and anti-aircraft guns. the 
best that Krupps can make, are ready to beat off any 
assault from the air upon the institution which comes 
nearer to being the Fatheriand’s vital nerve than al- 
most anything else ashore or afloat.” 

The writer personally believes that Germany is op- 
posed by too overpowering odds to be victorious at the 
end, but emphasizes the point that “disaster is neither 
at hand now nor even measurably in sight.” 

“Unquestionably, over and above all,” he reports, “is 
unity and determination unmistakable to wage the fight 
through to the finish—to carry it on to victory, ff pos- 
sible; to destruction and doom, ff need be. no 
Englishman make any mistake about that.

The report opens with statement that, in the 
fiscal year just ended, the Wing Service has broken 
ali records. The num of vessels reported as having 
suffered accident is the?largest ever reported, as were 
the number of persons Gh board them and their prop- 
erty value. Yet the

313 persons imperilled. 
Lifesaving stations have been established at danger 
points along both the Atlantic and the Pacific Oceans 
and on the Great Lakes. The beats and other ap- 
pliances available are kept on\ hand at each station, 
together with a crew of in and competent men, 
ready to risk their lives instantly the call of duty. 
Only 4 per cent of the 1937 ywhich suffered 
disaster In the year were totally tost.‘. Of these 49 were 
lost on the Atlantic and Gulf coasts,\ 16 on the Great

crew of 13 persons, five of whom perished from cold. 

The Castagna had had a hard voyage, fighting adverse 
winds all the way up the coast of the United States. 
Its crew, all from Southern climes, were not provided 
with suitable clothing and must have suffered extreme- 
ly, even without the horrors of shipwreck. When the 
master discovered that his ship was in danger in the 
shallows off Cape Cod he tried to put out to sea, but 
was unable to do so because its rigging was frozen 
until it was immovable. 

The master then tried to drop anchors, but these 
also were held rigid in masses of ice. The Castagna 
continued drifting until it struck, 3% miles from the 
Cahoons Hollow Life-Saving Station. 

“The seas were running in furiously when the bark 
struck,” says the report, “inundating the narrow beach 
clear up to the precipitous sand bluffs which skirt the 
shore line in this locality. The boarding waves, whose 
foaming crests wefe flung by the gale as high up as 
the crosstrees of the vessel, soon tore loose the two 
deckhouses and carried them over the side with the 
last of the ship’s two boats. 

“When the seas drove the men to seek refuge aloft, 
most of them were bareheaded and barefooted, some 
were clad only in trousers and undershirt, and at least 
one had on no clothing at all, except an oilskin, which 
afforded mall protection agdinst the icy blast and freez- 
ing spray that continually swept the vessel. 

“An hour after the sailors went aloft, two of them— 
one the master—lost the use of their benumbed limbs 
and fell to the deck, both being swept overboard, while 
two others (the cook in the main rigging and the cabin 
boy in the mizzen rigging) drenched by the spray of 
the overlapping waves, froze fast as they clung to the 
masts. When the bodies of these two men were low- 
ered to the deck the lifesavers who succefded later 
in boarding the wreck, it was necessary to use an ax 
to free them of their covering of ice.” 

The report then tells of how a fire signal from the 
doomed ship was answered by the life-saving station 
and of how the lifesavers, heediess of the cold and 
the mountainous waves which every moment threatened 
them, put out to rescue the survivors. Two boats were 
taken, one of them having to be hauled overland 
through snow to the water's edge. Before the™boafs 


were launched, an attempt was made to get the hawser 


of a breeches buoy aboard the ship by firing life lines 

from the guns especially made for that purpose.

Aftef much effort they drew the tailblock on board with’ 
the whipline rove through it. They succeeded in mak- 
ing the block fast to the bitts aft. They did not have 
the strength or dexterity, however, with their bodies 
benumbed and their hands frozen, to make the block 
fast high enough above deck to enable the line to run 
clear. 

“Because of the helplessness of the soften, the life- 
saving crews were soon convinced they would have to 
resort to a boat if a rescue were to be effected at ajl. 
* * * «The sea having subsided considerably, the 
boat was launched. The lifesavers pulled for the in- 
shore side of the bark, which lay broadside to the 
beach. hoping to find sufficient shelter there to enable 
them to board the vessel in safety. In this they were 
disappointed, however, for the seas, sweeping around - 
both ends of the bark, swerved in toward each other 
and met a short distance inshore, forming an area of 
broken water in which it would have been impossible 
to hold a boat long enough to consummate the work 
in hand. 

“It so happened that the swift-running ‘long-shore 
current had piled up the sand inshore of the vessel, 
making the water very shoal in places, so shallow, in 
fact, that the surfboat actually struck bottom several 
times. One of these bars or shoals had made up within 
a few yards of the bark. A surfman threw the anchor 
over on this bar and the boat was allowed to drift in 
towards the vessel at the end of a line. When the 
boatmen had gone thus as ciose in as they dared, they 
shouted to the ship’s crew to come down out of the 
rigging, telling them, that they would.save them. 

“Taking advantage of a moment when the water was 
comparatively quiet, two or three surfmen now left 
their boat and waded down to the wreck. A sailor 


thereupon slid down a rope that hung over the side 


of the vessel, and was carried to the waiting surfboat. 
In this manner eight were taken off—all, so far as 
could then be determined, that remained alive. 

“The condition of the sailors was so pitiable that 
no time was lost trying to_board the vessel in search 
of other possible survivors. On the contrary, all speed 
was made for the beach. Once ashore the sailors were 
taken in charge of residents of the locality. While 
they were being carried to shelter, Keepers Tobin and 
Walker of the two life-saving stations took a boat's 


crew and again put off to earch the ship for other ~ 


possible survivors, and bring ashore the bodies of those 
that could still be seen in the rigging. |

American invents 
magnetic torpedo which 
will seek its prey, no matter 


how it dodges or whether it be 
a floating mine or a dreadnought 


N the evolution of modern weapons it has been. 


apparent that it would be only a matter of 

time until the deadly submarine, preying upon 

the giant battleship, would become the victim 

itself of an efficient enemy, but this eventuality 

has come more quickly than has been expected, 

if the invention of an American is all that is 
claimed for it. The American, Allan A. Canton, is said 
to have perfected a torpedo which, by magnetic attrac- 
tion, will guide itself unerringly to its mark and will 
seek out and destroy a submarine, whether it 
ascends or descends or attempts to steer an erratic 
course. 

News of Canton’s invention has gotten abroad and it 
is said the warring governments are bidding extrava- 
gantly for the right to use it. Germany is said to have 
offered fabulous sums for it, but it is intimated that 
Canton, who is pro-British in sentiment, is inclined to 
favor a smaller offer from England. 

If his invention indeed performs as well in actual 
warfare as it is said to have performed in tests, any 
of the belligerents could well afford to give a vast 
fortune for it. For it not only would minimise the 
usefulness of submarines, but it would also seek out 
and destroy the most powerful battleships. A few of

Following is a description of the invention by a 
man who has been investigating it: 

Allan A. Canton, a young American, has invented a 
torpedo which he declares te be more effective than any 
other ever used. He

tion. So sensitive is this 
device that if the missile _e discharged at a ship at a 
range of two or three or even five miles, which is far 
beyond the range of the torpedoes now in use, that 
ship is doomed. 

And this torpedo is effective at ten miles, declares 
Mr. Canton. The gyroscope, used in all torpedoes, con- 
trols it for approximately eight miles, and the electrical 
machinery will control it for two or three miles more. 
It has a speed of 40 knots an hour, which is almost 
double that of any of the first line battleships or dread- 
noughts, and is faster than the swiftest destroyers now 
afloat. 

In appearance it is similar to the ordinary White 
head torpedo now in use, except that it has two arms 
of nickel silver attached on either side, projecting at 
right angles. At the ends of these arms are wire mag- 
netic coils, about four inches in diameter. Upon these 
magnetic coils hinges the success of the torpedo. A 
high frequency current passes through them, and the 
presence of any great mass of metal changes the self- 
induction which effects the electrical relays, and these 
in turn operate the motor controlling the rudder. So 
the torpedo will steer for its target, and will follow it 
no matter how often the target may change its course. 

The gyroscope which is used to aid in keeping the 
torpedo on even keel and in a straight line is effective 
until the arms, or, more properly, the coils, come within 
range of the target. Then the gyroscope is automatical- 
ly eut out and no longer affects the steering in any 
way. Not only is this wonderful engine of destruction 
effective against ships above the surface of the water, 
but is the only torpedo in the world now which may be 
used against the submarine torpedo boats. 

By means of a hydrostatic valve, which regulates 
the water pressure and also controls a pendulum device, 
the torpedo is kept on an even keel. 

Adjusted for use beneath the water, it will travel 
along until it comes within point blank range of its 
intended victim, when the diving fins, which are con- 
nected aft by the rudder, will cause it to plunge deeper 
and on to the boat, or will send it crashing up from 
beneath it. Of course ghtest contact will cause 
an explosion and wreck whatever it hits.

Canton began working upon his invention a short 
time after the Titanic disaster. His original purpose 
was to find a device that would give a vessel infallible 
warning of the approach of any important obstruction, 
and he hoped to do this by means of magnetic attrac- 
tion. He had always been interested in submarine sig- 
nalling, in which a magnetic coil is used and which 
will indicate the approach of any great amount of metal. 
When the European war broke out, Canton began 
applying his idea to the torpedo. His first torpedo 
fafled to work as he had hoped for, but it convinced 
him he was on the right track.
